For my own part I do not agree 
with this pessimistic view. lt seems 
to me there were very good reasons 
for the temporary recession that has 
taken place in the United States.

enough is my Own personal view; 
and for this simple reason.— ‘The 
value of money in terms of gold in 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Canada, has been inflated since 1914 
by 69 per cent.— In many other coun- 
tries by a greater percentage— bu the 
prices of commodities, stocks, shares 
and so forth, on the average, have 
only risen since 1914 by about 25 per 
cent, 

Eventually, it seems to me, the full 
69 per cent increase in the prices of 
all goods, commodities, wages apd 6al- 
aries, must take place for  bistory 
tells us that ever in the past the pri- 
ces of al Ithings have increased, af- 
tetr a time, by exact] ythe same per- 
centage as the Money waé inflated.
